These lines are running through my head 
while I read the cold, commonplace notice in 
the “Deaths” column of our old local paper: 

DIED, 

On last Friday William Loper, a well known 
farmer of this county, died at his home after a short 
iliness. He leaves no family, except a niece of his 
hae psa brought up since her parents’ death ten 

Now, Bill was my friend. Not mine simply 
because of old associations and some friendly 
turns we had done each other in days agone, 
but because Bill Loper was everybody's friend. 
The world is better for his having lived, and 
in death he will not stand unrewarded. 

That notice may be read and a few short 
comments indulged in by those who knew 
him, but the great hurrying world of hamanity 
will skip the paragraph to read the half-column 
account of the new railroad deal, or prognosti- 
cations concerning the effect of the late frost on 
the fiuit crop. 

Little Amy Loper will clip the notice out and 
preserve it, along with a lock of the grizzled 
hair and a faded ambrotype of “Uncle Bill,” 
taken when he was a callow youth with long 
hair, a yery long face, and a long, black neck- 
choker wrapped about his neck. She will 
treasnre it, for she knew a little of the un- 
selfish, sacrificing life that good man lived. 

I knew Bill when he was a boy. His parents 
were of the common stock of Georgia farmera, 
only a little more shiftless and uuproviding 
than the average. 

Old John Loper was a jack at all trades, and 
couid ‘dig a well or weave a cotton basket, or 
spend a day fishing in theriver with equal 
facility, and very nearly equal profit. He was 
om of those queer compositesthat we meet in 

ife. 

The neighbors said—and neighbors are sel- 
dom incorrect fin their opinions—that Loper 
wculd havo been a good school-teachér if he 
bad had a little more learning, and he, could 
have made a preacher if he had started young 
enough. He was smart, intellectually, but 
duil, very dull, practically. He was a piddler. 

Bill was one of five. His mother was a 
juernlous, discontented woman, who married 
his father for his smartness, and regretted it 
ever afterwards. Lill was the oldest boy, and 
there were two other boys and two girls. Old 
John was fond of referring to “my fambly,’’ 
and would frequently ring in “the old ’oman 
ah’ the childern” in his conversations. 

When poor little Bill was a mere child he 
was compelled to assume the duties of a man. 
Glad to shiftthe responsibility off his shoul- 
ders, Old John turned “the place,” as hecalled 
the fine piece of land and the unproductive 
little patch he had cleared on it, over to “Bill 
an’ the old ’oman.”’ 

Bill would plow the old mule wheu he «was 
sO small that he had to climb on the fence 
corner to put the plow gear on him, Patiently 
he worked, day after day, to help support the 
family. 

At ten years old he was a little old man. It 
was then that a school was started in the neigh- 
borhood, and old John, with characteristic on- 
thusiam, “signed Bill.”

He would study hard all day, tramp two 
miles home, and chop wood, look after the 
stock, and bring in wood, and then curl up in 
a corner and study while his motherand father 
keptuparunning argument on the question 
of ways and means, before the fire. 

Just before the quarter was out, Bill’s moth- 
er was taken sick, and he had to stop school. 
It was a sad disappointment to the boy, for he 
had calculated on sianding head of the class on 
closing day. 

“I do hate mighty bad to have to stop,” he 
told me, “but you see ther aint nobody to look 
a’'ter ma an’ the yong uns, fur pap, he’s hardly 
everat home.

Boy as 1 was 1 looked in those great black 
eyes, and saw how the cloud of disappointment 
dimmed the ray of hope that glimmered there. 

From that time until he was fifteen, Bill was 
a slave. His mother never got well. She 
grew more querulous with her continued ill- 
vess, and poor Bill bore uncomplainingly 
many reproaches from those pinched lips, for 
she was his mother, and the unsophisticated 
soul of that boy was oftoo high an order of 
nobility to rebel against that divine right, al- 
though unjustly exercised. 

School time came and went, and his two 
brothers attended, some of the time. Bill 
could not be spared. “He’s the main stake in 
my fence,’ John Loper wouldsay. Really, he 
was the fence.

It was a hard struggle. I am so sorry for 
poor folks, anyhow; they do have sach a 
hard time of it. 

But the patch grew into a field, and good 
crops were made, and Bill plodded aiong in 
manly fashion until he was eighteon years 
o!d 


The history of all southerners of forty years 
old and upwards is very muchalike. All 
went through with the same sad experience, 
that wild dream of the war of secession. 

Bill’s family “come up jest like steps,” as old 
John was wont to remark. Jasper was sixteen, 
‘Zeke was fourteen, Mary was twelve and little 
Betsy wasten, Just like steps, indeed, they 
were graded. 

Bill’s mind was not sosluggish as many per- 
sons regarded it. ‘True, he had been so long 
accustomed to the dull routine of helpless 
drudgery that he had became habitually re- 
served, and to the casual observer he appeared 
to bea numbskull, a mere animal, moved more 
by instinct and mechanical habit than bya 
superior intelligence.

the upper forties and lower fifties Dalton was 
more prosperous and enjoyed a greater share of 
this world’s blessings than at any period since. 
At that time it was the terminus of the Western 
_ and Atlantic railroad, and drew from hundreds 
of miles around such a volume of trade as 
would make the more pretentious city of to- 
day look on with envyand despair. Bat times 
change, and when the railroad went on to 
Ross Landing, now Chattanooga, Daltor 
could only cross her hands and say 
“Sach is life.” Settling down then 
into a state of indifference and painful lassi- 
tude, she remained at a standstill, rather 
going backward than forward; for standing 
still, in the battle of life, is equal to retrograd- 
ing. ™ . town, to use plain English, had got 
the -ty rot,” and was slowly losing its sub- 
s «nce, its spirit and its purpose among its 
neighbors. Bya strangely fortuitous provis- 
ion of nature, the town is surrounded by re-. 
sources in the way of forest, stream and mia- 
eral deposits, scarcely surpassed anywhere in 
the southern country. Silver is around in pro- 
fusion; tin, silica, talc, and that great devel- 
oper, a kind of black gold, iron and manganese, 
lie at the very threshold cf the city’s gates; 
and while the people know of these 
things all along, they had, as _ hinted 
above, failed to catch the popular 
chord of development melody, and rested si- 
lently on their oars, floating down the sluggish 
stream of inactivity, content to eke out a pit- 
tance of a living 4s the birds do, from what 
crumbs fell in their way. It is a desperate 
thing for this feeling to pervade a community. 
Like a contagions infection it spreads and 
permeates the very atmosphere. No wonder, 
then, that fora longtime Dalton was recog- 
nized as nothing more than a junction—Dalton 
Junction—where the two railroads crossed 
each other and left nothing in their track but 
what the people called ‘Dead Dalton” and the 
curling smoke of the engines, which hung like 
@ great black pall over a sleeping people. This 
is a gloomy picture, forsooth, but whatever it 
lacks in fact, I shall be glad to be corrected on. 

But with theincoming tide of progress, cap- 

ita! and people into the glorious “New South,” 
and thanks to the fact that the decay of years 
had not dried up all the buoyant young blood 
in the town, a handfal of gentlemen set their 
heads together and determined to pull out 
of the rut of despondency and get up towards 
the front row ef seats. It has pleased me ne 
little, and amused me some, also, to note with 
what determination this small few started 
their work. We must get some clubs, they ar- 
gued figuratively, and kill off all the eroakers. 
This they proceeded to doin haste, and in order, 
until, as Mr, Hardwick said to me in his bank 
last night, “There is not a eroaker left in Dal- 
ton. We can do anything, and our people sub- 
scribe liberally to every public enterprise,’’ 
This is the kind of stuff that wins in 
the end, and if these people do not succeed in 
building up Dalton into one of the progressive 
cities of the times, then Iam mistaken in my 
judgment of humanity. 

You ask what they are doing? Wait end I 
will tell you. Among the first things done 
_ ‘was to call a meeting of the liberal-minded eit-

aise. “Dalton must be revived,” said a 
“ ding man. “Iam with you on that,” said

“hing must be done. Then an appeal 
“he people to vote on igging $30,- 
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pany with$25,000 stock was organized to build 
and ecuip a street railway at once, The stock 
was reedily taken and the road is now a cer- 
tainty. Some time azo the Cherokee Manufac- 
turing company was burned out at a heavy 
logs, and lately it was determined to rebuild on 
a larger scale. The compamy was organized 
with $20,000 cash capital and the buildings are 
now going up rapidly. The stock of the com- 
pany, by the way, is selling today at a dollar 
ten, even beforethe pulsing engine starts the 
machinery. It must not be understood from 
the dolefal words in the beginning of this cor- 
respondence that there was nothing left in 
Dalton—not at all. On the contrary, the few 
progressive people left had continued their en- 
deavors, and with some degree of success. A 
fow years ago a cotton factory was organized 
with $100,000 capital, and is now turning out 
$200,000 worth of manufactured prodacts year- 
ly. Of these and other industrial enterprises, 
however, I shall speak in detail farther on. 

I have mentioned but a few of the important 
featuresof the work these people now have in 
hand. In addition to what is stated above, the 
organization of the 
DALTON LAND AND IMPROVEMENT COMPANY 
was completed some weeks ago, a tract of laud 
containing—sbout forty acres purchased on 
“Orchard Hill,” the site for the water works, 
plats and surveys made anda public sale adver- 
tised. The company organized with a capital 
of $25,000, and yesterday and today the first 
sales were begun. Friday about twenty-one 
lots, half acre, were scold at an average of $200 
alot,a very fine price for Dalton property. 
There was a large attendance at the sale, peo- 
ple coming from several cities in Georgia and 
Tennessee to buy. Today, Satarday, the 
crowd was larger, and the bidding much more 
lively.- When it is remembered that $25 an 
acre @ year ago would have been considered a 
fair price for suburban property here, the sale 
of these lots - will appear all the 
more interesting, not to say astonishing. The 
result of today’s sales show —— lots disposed 
of, bringing an average price of ——- per lot. 
The people are thoroughly satisfied with the 
result, and as soon as the advantages and pros- 
pects of Dalton are known, it is expected that 
people will fleck here by hundreds. 

AN IMPORTANT ENTERPRISE. 

The latest enterprise, and probably the mo:3t 
important yet mentioned, is the proposed erec- 
tion of a hundred ton blast furnace for the 
manufacture of pig iron. I am informed on 
the best authority that a party of wealthy 
capitel'sts have agreed to erect this furnace if 
the people here will take one-fourth of the stock. 
This they have agreed to do, and I understand 
Dalton’s share stands already pledged. The 
capital will be $100,000 and the work will pro- 
ceed without delay. This makes, outside of the 
industries already working, a total new capi- 
tal in public enterprises, including waterworks, 
street railway, furniture factory, land com- 
pany and furnace, not less than $175,000. To 
this might be added several other things in 
process of development, among them 2 woolen 
mill to the present cotton factory, of not less 
than $200,000, and this is but the initiatory 
work. Other enterprises will spring up and 
the assurance that the Augusta and Chatta- 
nooga railroad will come here, gives the peo- 
ple an amount of enthusiasm ani hope alike 
creditable to their heads and hearts. 


| The Dalton of Todays 
A CITY OF 3,500 PEOPLE, WITH A TAXABLE 
PROPERTY WORTH OVER $1,000,000, 

The old Dalton of prosperous days had left 
something of a heritage worth noting. It had 
left a warm-hearted people, God-fearing, and 
a considerable amount of capital that has been 
kept up to an even standard without any too 
much inclination to develop and grow. The 
tax values here amount to over $1,000,000, with 
an invested capital. injbanks, business houses 
and industrial enterprises amountiag to about 
$500,000. With a location as charming as heart 
could desire; with lovely hills and moun- 
tains looming up on all sides 
and presenting some of the 


most beautiful natural scenery views to be 
found in the country, the people have lived 
hoping that some day the tide would turn 
more favorably, and he who cannot see that 
the tide has already turned must be averse to 
human argument and reason. There are now 
about seventy business houses here, doing a 
fairly good trade, considering many disadvant- 
ages, besides some manufacturing establish- 
ments that would be creditable to a much more 
ambitious city. I present a list of some of tho 
most important industries, in order to show 
that Dalton has already a fine basis on which 
to begin her broader and more enlarged work. 
DALTON FLOUR MILLS, 
This important industry of Dalton was estab- 
lished in 1877, and has been continuously in 
operation from that time to this. The mills 
are the property of Messrs. Barrett, Denton & 
Lynn, and the building occupied is two and 
one-half stories in height. The capital invest- 
ed by these gent!eme is from $50,000 to $75,000, 
which yields a product annually of $180,000, 
or which is equivalent toa daily manufacture 
of 150 barrels of flour. The mills now make 
stone and roller process, but this season a 
change will be made to the roller process, and 
that grade of flour will be made exclusively. 


goods, which is sold throughout Georgia and 
Alabama. 
DOOR, BLIND AND SASH FACTORY. 

This company is engaged in the lumber busi- 
ness, and have in conjunction with that enter- 
prige a real estate agency which isa branch of 
the lumber business, offering some fine and 
rare property to real estate speculators. Their 
lumber specialties include all kinds of dressed 
lumber, sash, doors, blinds, yellow pine floor- 
ing, ceiling, weatherboarding, etc. Their in- 
vested capital is $10,000, and have a yearly 
product of $40,000. The number of hands in 
their employ at the factory is from sixty to 
seventy, and the monthly pay-roll amounts to 
$3,000. The planing mill, which covers about 
one acre of ground, including the yards, has 
the yery best machinery obtainable for this 
kind of work. The lumber findsa ready saleat 
Gainesville, Toledo, Philadelphia, Nashville and 
in all northern and western markets. The 
total annual business done (by the company, 
including the lumber, exceeds $60,000. The 
owners are W. B, Farrar & Co. 

The Dalton Cotton \Compress company, at a 
cost of $10,000, with a force of twenty-five 
hands eight monthsin the year, with an oat- 
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wheel rims, 

Wheeler & Davis run the only steam sau- 
sage factory in'north Georgia, andtconsequently 
do a very large amount of shipping, Their 
output is 2,000 to 2,500 pounds a day, 

Hardwick Brothers manufacture as fine 
spokes and rims as any company in the United 
States. Over $20,000 are invested. 

Dalton Foundry and Machine works make as 
heavy castings as can be made most anywhere. 
They do all kinds of repairing. Mr. Robert 
Hilt is the president and owner, and has sur- 
rounded himself with a score of competent 
workmen and skilled machinists. 

Messrs. C. L.. Hardwick & Co. do the only 
banking business, started thirteen years ago. 
This bank has passed through*two panics, and 
has a capital of $100,000, 

Coal for manufacturing purposes is delivered 
at Dalton at $1.50 per ton, the lowest rate at 
which it isdelivered at any station south of 
Chattanooga. 

In addition to these establishments there are 
many smaller, the efforts of individuals, or the 
co-operation of smaller means. 

There are 70 stores in Dalton, includ- 
ing dry goods, groceries, bakers, fancy grocerios, 
fruit stores, hard ware, agricultural implements 
tin and stoves, drugs, books and furnitare, be- 
tides jewelers, harness, collar, tailoring, shoe- 
makers and other shops. There are three 
houses that do quite an extensive jobbing 
trade. 

There are two large warehouses, who do & 
heavy produce business, handling thousands of 
bushels of grain, and 8,000 bales of cotton an- 
nually, 

One produce firm does a business of $100,000 
a year, shipping immense quantities of dried 
fruit, eggs and chickens, The largest deal 
ever made in field peas in one season, was by a 
Dalton syndicate, and amounted to over 150,- 
000 bushels. 

Dalton has two weekly newspapers, Theo 
Dalton Argus. and The North Georgia Citi- 
zen; one monthly journal, The Masic 
Teacher, ‘the publishers of which also publish 
a number of music books. 

: CROWN COTTON MILLS. 

The Crown Cotton mills were organized in 
1884, and went into operation in 1885, with a 
capital of $100,000, and they have now a yearly 
product of $200,000. The size of the factory 
is three stories in height, 50x200 feet, or 30,000 
square feet. In addition to the building 
proper there are two “Ls” which are two sto- 
ries and 30x40 feet in dimensions, or 4,800 
equare feet; then there is an attachment to this 
25x30 feet, which is the boiler room, making 
the total number of square feet floor space 
amount to 35,550. In the mills and boiler 
room there is machinery of the very best 
make, including a Wm. A.. Wright 250 horse 
power engine, with a Corliss attachment, and 
the factory contains 3,000 spindles and 100 
sawyer looms, which are mostly Colville. 
There are about 100 people who find employ- 
ment in thisestablishment, and they receive 
monthly for their labors $1,500. The 
officers of the company are as follows: Presi- 
dont, T. R. Jones; secretary and treasurer, 
Geo. W: Hamilton; superintendent, James W. 
Brown. “ 

The Cotton Mill company has donated the 
site for the waterworks which are to be located 
here at an early date. There are 100 acres of 
land in the corporate limits which has the 
finest spring in the country that will supply 
750,000 gallons of water per diem, and this 
spring is to supply the city with her water. 


Interesting Talks. 
SHOWING HOW THE PEOPLE PIN THEIR FAITH 
TO DALTON AND HER FUTURE. 

As I have already outlingd in the introduc- 
tion to this correspondence, the city of Dalton 
is in good shape. The “taxable property 
amounta to over $1,000,000, and the outlook is 
in every way encouraging. It will be seen, 
too, from the remarks below: by Mr. F.T. 
Hardwick, the banker, that the financial con- 
dition of the city ison the strongest possible 
basis for a community no larger thanthis. 
I asked Mr, Hardwick: 

“What do you consider the general financial 
condition‘ of Dalton?” 

“Better than ‘heretofore and “developing 
strength every day. The bonded debt is now 
only $17,700. The bonds are selling at $1 10, 
and none on the market. No floating debt.” 

“What is the standing and character of your 
merchants?” 

“The best. It is often remarked by travel- 
ing men that the merchants are considerably 
above the average of towns of this size. It is 
safe to sell to any of them; most of them buy 
for cash,” 

“What is the available total capital of Dal- 
ton?” 

“Difficult to estimate, but ample; provably 
$500,000,” 

“What is the total annual business of the 
city?” | 

“About $1,000,000; this includes cotton, gu- 
ano aod merchandise.” 

REAL ESTATE IN DALTON. 

For several years, real estate in Dalton has 
been quiet, but the record shows a steady in- 
crease in values. Lately, however. the entire 
town has been stirred up, and prices are much 
better and real estate more active generally, 
Concerning this matter, I sought Mr. H. C. 
Hamilton, the leading real estate man hore, of 
Hamilton & Ozier, and asked him: 

“What isdoing now in real estate in Dal- 
ton ?” 

“Dalton real estete is active. There have 
been more actual bona fide transfers since the 
first of January last, than for any twelve 
mouths previous, and this activity in real 
estate is increasing with every day. As clerk 
ofthe superior ceurt, I am also register of 
deeds, which position I have held for the past 
eighteen years. So, you see,I am in a posi- 
tion to know of these increased transfers of 
real estate.” 

“‘How have prices ruled during the past few 
years?” ; 

“For several years—in fact, for many years— 
what few sales of real estate that have been 
made, previous to the past few months, have 
been at extremely low prices. But those sales, 
as I stated, have been few and far between. I 
can confidently state to you that, being aware 
of nearly, if not quite all these sales, the 
values have doubled within the past six 
months.” 

“Since prices have been going up lately, tell 
me the cause?’ 

“The causes are many and diversified. The 
most prominent cause, probably, is the awak- 
ening of the people to the fact that Dalton 
pssesses advantages not often possessed by the 
average Georgia town. Toa considerable ex- 
tent the people have turned their attention to 
moi facturing enterprises. A cotton factory, 
a lar,ye brick structure, has been built and is 
now in successful operation, having three 
thousa.vd spindles and one hundred looms, 
Théeto: %k cannot be bought for less than $1 25.

“What is the price of good, centrallySlocated 
business property, also residence lots per front 
foot?’ 

“Lots on Hamilton street; the only business 
street, now sell anywhere from between five 
and ten dollars per front foot. Lots contiguous 
to these'sell at proportionate prices. Residence 
lots,well located, sell from three to five dollars 
per front foot.” 

“Give me some idea of the increase in val- 


ues lately—that is, some practical instances.’ 


“These instances are various. One lot that 
I now have in mind several months ago sold 
for $1,200; about a month ago that same lotsold 
for $2,000; a few days ago the owner of this 
same lot received an offer of $3,000 for it, which 
offer was refused.. Another instance is where 
® gentleman from the north purchased a tract 
just within the city limits at $800, and before 
title papers could be prepared the purchaser re- 
ceived an offer of $1,400 for the tract. Anothor 
instance, under my personal view and know!l- 
edge, was where acorner lot 145x105 sold for 
$750 cash, worth threefmonths ago $400. I could 
give many instances, but I presume these will 
suffice,” 

“What do you think of the outlook here?” 

“Never more promising, both for the city 
and county. I think the facts and figures 
fully illustrates this and warrants this belief, 
don’t you?” 

“On what do you build your hopes of Dal- 
ton’s future?” 

“My friend, you really haven’t the time to 
sit there and have them enumerated. I know 
you have not. But, casually, I-can mention 
most of the advantages upou which we base 
our hopes for the future of our little city. We 
have a citizenry that are clever and hospitable. 
We have fine water, pure air, and the health of 
our people cannot be excelled anywhere. 
(Here I might incidentally mention the fact 
that there were only four deaths last year in 
the city.) We havo railroad facilities not ex- 
celled by any other town, to say nothing of the 
contemplated roads, one of which is an assured 
certainty. The mineralsin the surrounding 
country are limitless. These minerals are 
various, of fine quality and inexhaustible 
quantity. We have chrystalized maganese 
that assays ninety-five per cent pare ore. We 
have variegated marble equal, if not superior, 
to the now famous Pickens county. Besides 
all this; we have one of the finest agricultaral 
countries surrounding usof any town in this 
or any other state. I could expatiateon all 
these advantages at length, but you and your 
readers can form some idea of whoand what 
we are by what I have given you.” 

Historical Data. 
SOME INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT THE EARLY 
SETTLEMENT AND WAR RECORD. 


I gather from a little pamphlet on Dalton, 
published Mr. H. A. Wrench, of the Argus, 
seme interesting historical facts connected 
with Dalton’s early settlement, and also her 
part in the late war. 

DALTON’S BIRTH. 

In 1845 Dalton was known as Cross Plains, 
from the fact that it was the crossing of two 
stage routes, a general Indian trading post and 
the center of communication of the United 
States surveying gang, then staking off the 
Cherokee reservation into quarter-section lots. 
This party was led by the then Lieutenant 
Wm. T. Sherman. 

After the departure of the Indians, Cross 
Plains was bought up by a wealthy New Eag- 
land company, headed by Mr. Tristam Dalton, 
a Boston merchant, charted as the city of Dal- 
ton, streets and avenus laid off and lots solj, 
the place taking on a rapid growth soon after, 
in consequence of the promised building of 
the state (or Western and Atlantic) railroad 
from Atlanta to Chattanooga. From Dalton’s 
geographical location, being then nearly the 
described center of the southern states, this 
company was enthusiastic in advertising it in 
the then primitive ways afforded, as the gate- 
way tothe South Atlantic. Gulf and Missis- 
tippi Valley states, and as the prospective com- 
mercial center of the same. One of the follies 
of this enthusiasm was the erection of a $200,- 
000 hotel in the center of the city, which, if 
completed, would have been the largest and 
most elegant in! the south, even at 
this time, possibly with the exception of the 
Kimball, at Atlanta. This work had been near- 
ly completed in 1850, with the exception of 
plastering and inside mainting, when it was 
stopped, it havirg been razed to the ground by 
order or toleration of the federal commandant 
in 1564, 

In the early days of Dalton Chattanooga 
sprang from the rubbish of Ross’ Landing, as a 
rival to her extravagant claims, and to the 
commencement of the war there was really but 
little odds to the favor of either. While Chat- 
tanooga was basking in herswaddling clothes, 
an indignation meeting was called in Dalton to 
take action in regard to her impertinent rival- 
ry, at which it was—“Resolved, That Chitti- 
nooga am no fit place for a town, and this meet- 
ing do condemn the insolence of her preton- 
sions.” This wasa blow to Chattanooga which 
was so keenly feit as to result in much bad 
blood between the towns. 

DALTON AS A WAR POINT. 

Dalton and vicinity also share the distiction 
of thirteen flerce struggles at arms between 
the federal and confederate armies of the 
Tennessee, but so impregnable was she from 
her natural mountain barriers, that the ¢x- 
hausted army of General Bragg really went 
into winter quarters, while a few thousand 
men held the federal army at bay, from No- 
vember 28, 1863, till the 13th of the following 
May. In the fight of November 28, at Tunnel 
Hill, General Thomas retired to Chattanooga, 
while General Bragg went into winter quar- 
ters at Dalton, with his picket front at Tannel 
Hill, leaving the Chicamauga valley as neutral 
ground. 

The summer campaign of General Sherman’s 
march to the sea opened at Tunnel Hill, Feb- 
ruary 23, followed by the -battles of Milk 
Creek Gap and Rocky Face, four miles north of 
Dalton, on the 25th, and Dug Gap on the 26th. 
General ‘Thomas was again repulsed and drew 
off till the 6th of May, when after six days 
fighting around Dalton, General McPherson 
succeeded, by a flank movement through Snake 
Creek Gap, in reaching Resacca and forcing the 
evacuation of Dalton by General John- 
ston, who bad sueceeded General Bragg. 
These many points of interest are easily acces- 
sible by good reads. 

INDIAN LORE. 

Red Clay, ovly a few minutes’ ride from 
Dalton by rail. was fifty years ago the council 
ground of the Cherokee Indians. It was here 
that the last treaty was signed by“ Uncle Sam” -~ 
and the wntives of the forest. The old log 
cabin occupied by Generals Jackson, Scott and 


‘attling Gour®,” distinguished as a counsel- 
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Live Spring,” “Tuckee-wa-wa,” is also in this 
neighborhood, and many who have tried the 
virtues of its waters, have the red man’s faith 
in its powers. ‘ 
HOME, SWEET HOME. 

When the last articles of the treaty were 
signed, and all the dusky warriorsand maidens 
were gathered together preparatory to removal 
westward, the assembled chiefsand eounsellors 
met at the “council ground,” under a large 
white oak (now standing) the spreading

| boughs and branches of which nearly reached 


the ground, and after smoking the pipe of 
peace, in imploring attitude reached their dark 
eyes to heaven, pulled the swinging limb to 
them, and in their wild devotion bedewed the 
sprigs and branches with their tears. It was 
under the sacred shade of this tree they had 
for years assembled and recounted deeds of 
valor and counseled for their fature. The 
heart aches of that moment are recorded upon 
the pages of eternity. Space for- 
bids the merest outline of Indian 
legendry of which this section abounds, bat 
another incident of the period in question is so 
full of heroic devotion as to render it worthy a 
place in these pages. On the occasion of the 
final departure of this tribe, all arms had been 
taken from them, and they were marched be- 
tween reguiar files of soldiers, A chief known 
as “Big Bear,” who had but a short time before 
buried his wife and only child, being forced to 
take up bis march against his protestations, 
stealthily secured a bayonet, and secreting it 
under his blanket, as he passed by the graves 
of his loved ones, broke from the ranks and 
threw himself across them, falling upon the 
sharp bayonet and piercing him to the heart. 
He died by those that he had loved. In sym- 
pathy, General Twiggs, the humane com- 
mander, ordered a halt, and gave the remains 
decent and Christian burial between those who 
were dearer to him dead than all the rest of 
the world living.

Many of 
the Indians were so reluctant toleave their 
hunting grounds that they evaded the officers 
whose duty, it wasto collectthem. As the 
story goes, there was a law which made ita 
penal offense to aid an Indian in evading the 
officers. Payne’s sympathy for the noble red 
man was s0 strong that he gave them aid and 
countenance in eluding the grasp of the 
collectors, and a warrant was sued ont and 
served upon him by the sheriff. As he started 
off with the ofticer, Payne, doubtless thinking 
of the homeless Indian, began to sing the first 
stanza of ‘‘Home, Sweet Home.” The sheriff 
stopped and asked where that song came from. 
When Payne said that it was hisown compo- 


tition, the officer begged him tosing some more - 


like it; and as he listened to the pathetic air 
and eloquent words of the song, he was 80 
moved that he released his noble prisoner, who 
not long after gave to the public a song which 
has stirred the emotions of millions.

- Believing this to be the right interpretation of 


the law, his compinyin the utmost good faith 
Was ecting in accordance with it, but if it 
were, inthe judgment of the commission, an 
exyroneous interpretation, then he asked the 
relief described in the petition, namely, the 
privilege of meeting the rates of water lines at 
competipg points. The northern connecting 
lines, from Kensas City and St Lonis to Mem- 
pbhis held diiftrently, believing it illegal to 
make lower rates for long than for short hauls 
under any circumstances, unless expressly au- 
thorized by the commission. Owiug to this 
divergence of opinion through tariff was now 
suspended. This wasan additional reason for

Nr. Cummins a!so stated that the associated 
lines, in whose behalf the long and short haul 
clause was temporarily suspended ten days 
ago, Were, under their interpretation of that 
order, making rates to interior points which 
fis road was unable to meet. 

As he was about to conclude his remarks, 
his attention was called to a complaint from 
Port Gibson, L:., charging hisroad with un- 
just discrimination against that place and in 
favor of Vicksburg. The complaint set forth 
that the rate upon cotten from Port Gibson 
to New Orleans was $1.75 per bale while 
for a longer haul from Vickburg

RicumMonpd, Va., April 16.—Quite a senss 
tion was created here today in financial cir- 
cles and among ttate officials by the discovery 
that an unknown quantity of spurious Virgia- 
ia bonds, known as Riddleberger bonds, were 
for sale in northern markets during tue past 
two days. Telegrams were received here by 
the banking and brokerage firms from Boston 
and New York, ssking for the prices of Vir- 
ginia three’s of 1882, due 1932; interest Jan- 
uary and July. The numbers of the bonds 
being asked for, it was found that there were 
no coupons outstanding of the bonds named, 
which gave rise to the suspicion that some: 
thing was wrong. A Boston firm then shipped 
$14,000 of Virginia three’s as debscribed. 


4° These were received here this morning and 


taken to the state officers for investigation. 
They were at once pronounced fraudulent 
bonds, with forged names attached. A New 
York firm offered a similar amount to that of 
the Boston firm, and a $1,000 bond of the same 
description was received by another firm cf 
brokers, making in all $29 000 bonds wii all 
the coupons attached. The explanation arrived 
at is that during the legislatiye session of 1582 
the Kendall Bank Note company, New 
York, engraved bonds for the entire issue of 
Riddleberger’s, under authority of the act 
known as the Riddleberger act. 

These bonds were well executed and were 
accepted by the state, but were subsequently 
rejected and the contract for executing the 
bonds was given to the American Bank Note» 


company, of Naw York. The Kendall conpa- - 


ny, bowever, shipped the bonds in three box- 
es. One of the other two they took and p:id 
express charges on them. The first box con- 
taining bonds of the denomination of $1.000 
each from No. 1 to 432 were returned to New 
York. The Kendall company refused to take 
them back. 

It is now believed that this box of bonds 
was sold by the express company after wards 
as an unelaimed package. It evidently fell 
into the hands of sharpers, who forged the 
neme of Dr. Rively, treasurer, and I. A Smith, 
second auditor, and proceeded to dispose of 
them. It is not known what amount of the 
spurious bonds are on the market. Dr. Rively 
was treasurer, but I. A. Smith is a fiction.

He Poses as a Forger, as a Violator of Confidence, as 
am Emberzler, and Altogether asa Man Who 
Had Becbhbme Lost to Honor and Shame— 

Zhe Details of His Crookedness: ~ 


Mr. R. H. Knapp’s mysterious and sudden 
disappearance was the talk of the town yester- 
day, after Tur ConsTITUTION made its ap- 
pearance, but the mystery surreunding his de- 
parture was cleared up generally before dark. 
Mr. Kuapp doubtless found it more pleasant to 
leave Atlanta, as he did, than to go to the pen-~ 
itentiar y- 

For several months past a few of Mr. Knapp’s 
most intimate friends knew that he was in 
great trouble financially, and that there was 
something crooked in the transactions out of 
which his embarrassment grew. Noone, how- 
ever, not even his most confidential friend, 
knew that he was as deeply involved as the 
disclosures of yesterday indicate. 

HE WAS THOUGHT TO BE SQUARE. 

Mr. Krapp was known throughout the city 
as one of the best traders, his business 
was alwaysalarge one and mOney was an 
easy thing“or him tocontrol. He was appar- 
ently full handed all the time and was looked 
upon asone ofthe safest and most reliable 
men in the real estate business. He was ex- 
tensively and widely known, and in addition 
to effecting sales and making purchases for 
Atiantians bandied a great deal of money for 
non-residents for purchasing land and lending 
on good security. Hehad been eo succassfal 
in his work that no one suspected for a minate 
that he was living in the very midst ofa se- 
ries of questionabie transactions liable to ex- 
picde at any second. 

Bat he was, and as far back as 1883, the busi- 
ness troubles which finaliy led to his disap- 
pearance began. 

THE CLOUDS BEGIN TO GATHER. 

The first known or even suspected of Mr,

Avn Irwin, a venerable mother, died here this 
evening. She died of old age, being in her 89th 
vear. Her eventful life deserves more than a 
mere passing netice. She was born in Wash- 
ing county, Georgia, and was a daughter of 
Thomas Williams. In early lifeshe was mar- 
ried: to Jared Irwio, of that county, and they 
removed to Stewart and were among the 
first ecttlers of the county. They had 
eight children when the Creek war 
breke out. Her young husband volunteered 
to repel the Indians, when in the battle of 
Shepherd’s Pluntation he was killed. Seeing 
himself and comrades overpowerei he started 
te retreat, when bisattention was attracted to 
a comrade named Billups, who had recsived a 
wound while trying toassist a third comrade 
named Hunter. As he stooped down to lift up 
poor Billups a’volley from the Indians’ rifles 
killed all three of them. Billups fell 
upon BHunteraud Irwin upoa Billups. For 
fifty years thege three men have slept together 
in the seme grave inthe Baptist cemetery at 
Lumpkin. A monument marks the spot. Mra, 
Irwin was equally as brave and usefal, for 
when every family deserted Lumpkia upoa 
the news of the approaching Indians, she resa- 
lutely refused to leave her home, saying that 
asshe could rot carry her helpless chil1- 
ren she would remain and die with them. 
She reared her children and educated them 
and lived to see them each rear respectable 
families. She had twenty-eight grand chil- 
dren and abont forty great grand children.

A Statement of the Recent Conflict Betweca 
the Authorities. 

SALT Sprines, Ga., April 16, 1887.—Editers

The President's Visit to Georgia. 

The visit of President Cleveland to Geor- 
gia will be incomparably the most import- 
ant event of the year in this section. 

It. has been practically understood for a 
month that the president would make this 
sonthern tour, but public announcement was 
delayed until it was authorized by him. Ia 
the meantime, however, arrangements have 
been progressing to make the occasion of his 
visit the grandest jubilee known in the 
south since his inauguration. The railroads 
have entered heartily into the scheme, and 
will not only make exhibits but will provide 
such facilities for transporting passengers 
as will result in all the people coming to- 
gether to honor the man who led the demo- 
cratic party from thirty years of defeat to 
national victory. Commissioner Slaughter 
has agreed to give a rate of 1} cents per 
mile over the southern roads and may make 
a rate of one cent per mile. It is needless 
to say that®Atlanta and the state of Geor- 
gia will surpass themselves in earnest hospi- 
tality to the president and his party. The 
train that bears theJ head of the requblic 
will thunder through democratic multitudes 
from Washington to Atlanta and will find 
here one hundred and fifty thousand of 
Georgia’s fron-ribbed to give it welcome ! 


The New Minister to Austria. 

The announcement that the president has 
appointed General Alexander R. Lawton, of 
Georgia,to be envoy extraordinary and min- 
ister plenipotentiary to Austria is most grat- 
ifying. General Lawton is in every way 
qualified for this high station. . His fitness 
for the diplomatic service was recognized by 
President Cleveland nearly two years ago in 
an appointment to the Russian mission. 
Some question was raised as to General Law- 
ton’s eligibility. The political disabilities 
he incurred during the war had never been 
removed. Thematter was referred by the 
president to Attorney General Garland, who 
submitted an able opinion to the effect that 
there was no doubt a3 to General Lawton’s 
eligibility. Notwithstanding this opinion 
ofthe legal advisor of the president, Gen- 
eral Lawton declined the Russian mission. 
In doing so he was actuated by a generous 
and delicate sense of honor which forbade 
him to be the occasion of the slightest em- 
barrassment to the administration. 

At the next session of congress an act was 
passed relieving General Lawton of all po- 
litical disabilities, so that there can now be 
no question as to hiseligibility, There can 
be as little question as to his qualifications 
fer the position to which he hasbeen called. 
He is a lawyer of ability and a gentleman 
of culture. 

The Austrian courtis one of the most im- 
portant, as well as one of the most polite, 
in Europe. General Lawton will be brought 
into association with the most accomplished 
diplomats of the world. His friends have 
full confidence that he will ably and honor- 
ably represent his government, and that he 
will sustain his high personal reputation in 
that distinguished circle. The United States 
has had no minister at Vienna since Mr, 
Kasson resigned over two years ago. 


The Electricity of Georgia. 

The state of Georgia seems to take the 
lead in developing electric phenomena. 

Only a short time since Miss Lula Hurst 
startled the world with a wonderful and un- 
explained electric power that had been.

Protecting Themselves. 

The Farmers’ Alliance, of Texas, if re- 
ports are correct, is taking a step in the 
right direction. <A building and manafact- 
uring company has been organized by the 
Alliance in Dallas county, with a capital of 
$100,000 and the privilege of increasing it 
to any desirable amount. 

It is the purpose of the farmers who are 
interested in this organization to build a 
flouring mil], a cotton mill, a woolen mill, 
and a cotion-seed oil mill. These enter- 
prises are to be controlled by a board of 
managers composed of nine farmers, and it 
isa part of the understanding that this 
board is not to allow the management of 
affairs to get into other hands. 

The logic of these enterprises, as well as 
that of the farmers who engage in them, 
leads directly to protection; fur the mem- 
bers of the alliance have pledged themselves 
to support the establishments in order that 
their products may be converted into manu- 
factured articles at their own doors. Here 
we find both the theory and the practice of 
protection, and we will find it more and 
more diffused over the south as soon as the 
farmers discover that *the free-traders are 
striving to lead them still farther in the 
direction of poverty. 

Manufacturing and other enterprises in 
the direction of diversified industry not 
only give farmers better and nearer markets 
for their products, but increase the value of 
theirlands. This is clearly shown in a re 
port of the United States commissioner of 
agriculture issued some time ago. 
southern states, where three-fuurths of the 
population are engaged in agriculture, the 
average value of land was shown by the 
commissioner to be $5.18 per acre and the 
average production $160 per capita; whereas, 
in manufacturing states, such as New Jer- 
sey and Connecticut, where the soil is nat- 
urally poor, land is worth $36 an acre, and 
the average production is $450 for each 
farmer. This is the result of manufactures 
and protection.

THROUGH THE HEART 


A DESPERATE CONVICT KILLED 
WHILE RESISTI NG ARREST. 
\ cctuiiennieetiemet ore td 
Avery Bates Eecapes from the Penitentia 
d 
Treced to Tennessec—He Defies the Offic pe pate He 
Whips Them Away,but is Finally Killed 
and His Body Brought Back, Btc. 
| eeneiteteeeettee ee 


The body of a desperate, daring and danger- 
ous Convict, Avery G. Bates, rested on a truck in 
the union passenger depot, unwatched and un- 
guarded all last night, and will be buried today in 
the Westview cemetery, by the Chattahoochee Brick 
company penitentiary. 


Bates was killed Friday morning in Polk county, 
Tenn. 

The killing was accomplished by a posse of 
officers whowere trying to arrest Bates, and was 
one of the most tragic and thrilling incidents of 
daring disregard of danger ever recorded in the 
history of thestate, A few years ago Bates wasa 
notd character in Gilmore county, no:th Georgia; 
About two years ago, in a moment of anger at 
one of his neighbors’, he set fire to his barn, de- 
stroying a large quantity of feed and agricultural 
implem¢ nt’, togeiher with a number of fine horses 
an other siock Bates was shortly after- 
wards arrested, tried, convicted of arson and sen- 
tenced tothe penitentiary for fifteen years. He 
was tent to the Bolton brick yards, and in a few 
months, by his desperate daring, effected his es- 
cape under fire of several of the guards. Leaving 
Georgia, he went to Tennessee and settled in the 
mountains of Polk county in that state. He built 
&@ cabin of soli@ wooden blocks, making port 
holes for windows and armed Sit like a citadel, 
bidding defiance to the officers of the law. Last 
year be worked his farm, and throngh his frien ds 
sold the products of his land. While at work he 
kept a shot gun, a Winchester rifle and a brace of 
pistols always in easy access. Thus he lived for 
nearly fifteen months, defying all law officers and 
a terior to his neighborhood. A large re- 
ward was offered for his arrest by the state of 
Georgia. His hiding place was not only secure 
from intrusion, but from detection until the mon th 
of March past, when Detective L. P. Kiliott, ma n- 
ager of the Southern Detective association, of 
Chattanooga, succeeded in locating him. Detec- 
tive Elliott knew that Bates was extremely des- 
perate, and for that reason decided to attempt to 
accomplish his arrest. He first opened correspon d- 
ence with Captain English, of the Chattahoochee 
Brick compauy, asking for a description of Bases 
and aboutthe reward. Captain English replied to 
the letter, and on the Ist of April last Eliott 
a for Bates’s fortress in the Tennessee moun- 
ails, 

The place was located in a little valley three 
miles from Springtown, a village of twenty houses. 
Before Detective Ellio:t attempted the = arrest 
Sheriff Frank Luttreli, of Polk county, had tried 
it three times, but had been driven away by Bates 
and bis father. The two Bates always ascertained 
that the oflicers were coming, and getting into the 
house fought successfully against attack. On one 
of the three trips only made by Sheriff ‘Luttrell, he 
and his men got into the house. They found young 
Bates up stairs working in a carpenter 
shop he had prepared. One of the 

arty started up stairs after the desperado, but thé 
nstant hishead appeared above the second floor 
Bates opened fire. The oflicers responded and 
succeeded in wounding Bates, but not seriously 
éncugh to prevent his escape. 

On the first visit of Detective Elliott to Bates’s 
home, the convict got wind of the danger, and en- 
tering the house barricaded the doors and opened 
the port holes. The officers surrounded the 
piace. and Dates opened fire, and a bat- 
tle between the outlaw and tae 
officersensued. It was a warm fight and proved a 
victory for the Georgian, the officers being unable 
to 6o anything but shoot atthe building. Detective 
Elliott discovered thet he could accomplish noth- 
ing by that mode of wariare and, drawing off his 
men, leit As the detective was leaving Bates 
called out: 

“Ob. yes; d—n you, come back and try it again, 
and I'll kill some of you.”’ 

_ ‘The detective went back to Chattanooga,"study- 
ing over his defeat. He had not abandoned the 
idea Of arresting Bates, but his little brush with 
the Convict convinced the detective that he had a 
siubborn, dangerous man to deal with. Afver 
reaching Chattanooga the detective began arrang- 
ing another raid. Heselected four men whom he 
knew to be fearless and brave, 
and cn Thursday night at nine o’clock left Chatta- 
nocga. At Cleveland the party left the train, and 
securing saddle horses rode twenty miles through 
the dark to Benton, the connty site of Polk 
county. There they were joined by 
Sherif? Luttrell and two deputies. This made 
a party of eight, and the ride was resumed about 2 
o'clock that night. Seventeen miles from Benton 
they reached Batess home,in the very hear of 
the Chichowie mountains, just before day, 
Dismounting, the secured their 
horses in the 7 OK . and obtaining 
a place where they cou see the house 
began waiting. About nine o’clock they saw 
Pates aud his father walk out’of the house. Be- 
fore leaving the house Bates surveyed the land in 
front. Then after slipping out the door looked weil 
about him He wasin plain view of the officers, 
who could haye shot him down, but wére prevent- 
ed from doing:+o by a desire to capture him alive. 
Fatcs, however, could not see the men, and un- 
mindiul of the danger, started to the 
field. He was attired in a working 
suit and ™ addition to two pistols in his be!t 
Gatried a repeating rifle in his rizht hand. He 
W&S a Magnificent specimen of manhood, being 
six feetand twoinches tall with square shoulders 
aud broad full chest. As he walked away 
to bis cay’s work, swinging his Winchester rifle 
carelessiy in his right hand, the officersin the 
grove were compelied to admire him. Bates, 
with bis father, wenttoa patcnof new ground, 
ebout one-fourth mile from the house, Each one 
rested his gun against a tree . within easy 
reach and began work. Then the officers knew 
thet time for action had arrived. Detective Elliott 
arsumed command, and instructed the men to go 
around the field and surround the outlaw. Each 
man was given careful and accurate instruction 
and before separating every watch in the crowd 
was put upon the same second, 

w‘Now.”’ said Detective Elliott, closing his in- 
structions, ‘“‘we will part. Let each man get as 
clore to them from his side as possible. Make no 
noise. Make no mistakes, and when your watches 
fre 10:45 every man charge. Some one is more 
than liable'to get hurt before we arethrough. It 
may be you, itmay he me,so goodbye and here 
we g0.”’ 

The men parted and with all possible quietness 
sought his locality. Soon the eight men, armed 
and determined, began to gatherin. They moved 
slow and some were within three hundred yards of 
the two men when the watches indi- 
caied 10:45, Then silently they all 
arore and with a -rush_ started to- 
ward the father and his outlaw son. They had run 
sixty yards when the old man detected them. He 
was then forty feet from his son, aud springing 
towards his gun, yelled out: 

“Avery, my son, here they come, Kill ’em, d—n 
them.’’ 

‘tne boy leaped for hisgun and got it, but the 
old man’s gun was snatched from his hand by one 
of the oflicers. As the convict gathered 
his gun he raised it to his 
thoulder and fired. The ball missed the officer, 
and calling out: ‘‘Surrender!’’ the officers ad 
yanced. The convict threw out the hull and fired 
egain. The old mandrew his pistol and began 
snapping, butit would not gooff. As the despe- 
rado was firing the third time he was shot in the 
arm. a the trigger, however, and down 
wentanctiiticer. As the officer fell Detective Elliott 
cried out: 

“fire, boys! Fire!” Instantly seven pistols 
belched forth and as they aid the convict raised 
his gun for a fourth shot, but it never went 
off, a bullet from an officer’s pistol pierced his 
heart, and with his gun tightly clasped in 
his hand he. dropped over dead, rolling 
down the hill. Theold man fought desperately 
until overpowered. 

The oflicers picked the man up,andcarrying him 
a mile to the horses, laid the dead body 
ACTOSS one and rode back to 

senton. The blood marked the trail 
from the mountianeer’s home, sixteen miles, to 
Benton. There the body was placed in a coffia 
and a wagon was secured. It was then brought to 
Cleyeland and placed on the train. At Chattanoo- 
ga apn®inquest was held and the officers 
exonorated. Tke body was brought on to Atlanta 
and the reward paid. 

Bates was the most desperate man who ever 
wore the convict garb. When he was con- 
victed he  swaqre he would escape 
and kill Judge Branham,‘+the_ solicitor, 
the jury and all who hada handin his convic- 
tion. Many believed him and were in constant 
fear. When he escaped the penitentiary lessees 
were severely censured because all who knew 
Bates believed he would carry out his threats 
against the court officers. —

TALES TOLD BY MEN WHO WERE 
IN THE TRENCHES. 


John Dunwoody Gives an Account of the 
Fighting at the Dams in Virginia~An Iater- 
esting Article- Stories of the Confeder- 
acy~A Guerrilia’s Revenge, Bic. 


Written for The Constitution. 

I would enlarge on an instance of the war 
written for THE ConsTItuTIon by J. Hi. 
Brightwell, Co. K 8th Ga. regiment, wherein 
my name was mentioned. Tige Anderson’s 
prigade was ordered on the peninsular, in 
Virginia, to reinforce GeneraldicGruder. Gan- 

eral MeGruder had constructed his dam3 Nas, 

j, 2and 3, etc., raised his ponds, dug his ditches 

and established his pickets all along the edge 

of the ponds on our side of the Warwick river, 
‘ qhile the federals were picketed opposite on 
ibe other side, much better armed, with longer 
ranged guns, some of them concealed them- 
selves in the upper branches of trees, armed 
with long rang globe-sited rifles, and could cut 
off our men from across the ponds whenever 
any on¢ showed his head above the embank- 
pent in front of the ditches. Our brigade, on 
arrival, was ordered to make an encampment 
in rear of the picket line,and was to be held asa 
reserve force. General Tige and myself were fast 
laying off our encampment, when the federals 
commenced most furious cannonading of our 
picket fing intending to charge acrossthe pond 
under cover of their cannon, the balls whistled 
through the trees, cutting off and strewing 
ground large branches, and the bombs bursting 
gust amidst the sight of our intended encamp- 
ment—a lively time for engineering—when an 
aide-de-camp came dashing up to the general 
with orders for the advance of the 7th and 8th 
regiments immediately to reinforce the North 
Carolina regiment, whose pickets had been 
driven in. Away we hurried at adouble-quick, 
rejoicing for the opportunity of a fight. The 
"th outran the 8th, passing through the scat- 
tered ranks of the retreating North Carolinians 
among their dead colonel and many men, the 
gallant 7th never wavering, but, with a yell, 
charged and recaptured the entrenchments, 
driving back, on through the pond, the enemy, 
who left their dead floating on the water. 
While on our race, in double file, a bail passed 
throvgh our ranks. Two men were thrown to 
the ground, one killed and the other stunned, 
the ball burrowing beneath them. Yet,strange 
to tell, neither received a scratch, only the con- 
cussion. One of our company, on reaching its 
place in the ditches, found three federalsin bo- 
fore them, one dead; another wounded, and the 
third without a scratch. The boys did not 
inquire of their condition, but used their 
bodies as steppingstones to keep their feet out 
of the water in the ditches, standing upon 
them until the fight was over, when they were 
turned over to me to be turned over to General 
Thomas Cobb, who, with bis legion, was on our 
right. The live prisoner was a sight—a six- 
footer, literally covered with swamp mud, and 
looked so sheepy when hauled out from under 
the feet of the boys. Seeing the Seventh 
established in the ditches to their full length 
of iine, I looked about for the Eighth, and, 
sceing them coming, I rode forward to point out 
to their colonel his position on our 
left. The Roswell Ivy woolen mills, of 

Cobb county, furnished to the confed- 

eracy the most of our confederate gray, and at 

that time was making a fine article of blue 
cassimere for officers. I had recently procured 

a blue suit, cap and all, much resembling the 

federal cflicers’ uniform. On ap- 

proaching tle Eighth regiment, 
ard coming towards them (from the 
federal side, I was mistaken for a federal and 
was fired upon. Colonel Lamar informed me 
of my risk, stating that a large portion of one 
of his companies had fired upon me. Myreply 
to him was, that if so, he should courtmartial 
his men for being so bad marksmen. I had 
trusted myself on the back of my little black, 
so well known in that portion of the army, 
who carried me safely through the First Ma- 
nassass battle, he receiving therein four flosh 
wounds. A little man anda little horse has 
the advantage—the boys always shoot tvo 

high. After we had repilsed the federals a 

truce of three hours was agreed upon for the 

delivery of the federal killed and prisoners. 

Under a fiag of truce these were delivered on 

the middle of dam No.1. Our boys embraced 

the time and occasion-of supplying themselves 
with a better style of arms, wading into the 
pond and fishing up all the guns left in the 
water. On theexpiration of the truce, the 
sound ofa drum announced that hostilities 
Were again tobe commenced. I might con- 
tinue a rehersal of the trying events expe- 
rienced by our command of the three day’s 
picket duty in McGrader’s ditches, but enough 
said.

The second sergeantin my company, as we 
lay at Dalton and thereabouts in the winter of 
1t64, Wasa young man named Tom Duffield. 
He was a general favorite with all except the 
first lieutenant, and we afterwards came to 
know that the feud between them dated back 
tothe day when Tom’s wife gave him her hand 
in marriage instead of the ether. That there 
was trouble between them all knew. The lieu- 


tenant had come to our company by assign: 


ment from a different regiment altogether, and 
that’s the way he and Tom Daffield came face 
to face after many years. The officer began a 
Bystem of persecution which he meant should 
end in Tom’s death in some way or other. 

It is needless toexplain to an old. veteran 
that the company commander can persecute 
one of the rank and file in a hundred ways 
and not render himself liable. He tripped 
Tom up on the slightest pretext; he reported 
for scout duty and he had him sent where he 
hoped he would never return; he aggravated 
him into answering back; had him reduced to 
the ranks for insubordination. We who saw 
and knew it all coolly advised Tom to shoot 
the man down in cold blood, but he would not 
Proceed to that extremity. He sent hima 
enllenge, but went to the guard house to pay 
or it, 

This state of affairs were going on when or- 
ders were issued for a furlough to all men who 
bad reasonable excuses for going home and did 
not live too far away. Sergeant Lom had a 
daughter about' four years old in his mountain 

ome up around Marietta,and three or four 
letters had come to him about little Katie. She 
had been dragged down by fever, and was 
slowly dying, and the wife was begging for 
Tom to come home before it was too late. It 
Was a good excuse for him togo, and he was a 
toldier who had earned his furlough if any of 
tshad. He wentto the lieutenant and made 
application, and tae reply he got was: 

“That’s no excuse. It will be the fighting 
men that go from my company!” 

That night Tom Duffield deserted. Ialfa 
dozen of usstripped ourselves to help him off, 
and he took a government horse and rode 
ttraight for his home and his dying child. We 
managed to conceal his absence for twenty- 
four hours, and then a detail of men took up 
bis trail. There were plenty of men taking 
French leave just then, and the general was 
Winking at it, believing they would return be- 
fore the campaign opened, The lieutenant 
made the biggest kind of a fuss over this case, 
however, and by his talk and stir got some of 
the provost-guard§ sent off to bring in Tom 
dead or alive. The sergeant in charge of the 
fellows was on good terms with the lieutenant, 
and inthis case could be used foratool. I 
have no doubt that it was put up between 
them that Tom should never come back.

on our flank, creating confusion and disorder, 
and in the smoke and panic I looked for the 
lieutenant. As soon as I located him I raised 
my musket to give him a shot, but before I 
could pull the trigger there was a flash ef fire 
and smoke in front of me and a federal shell 
struck him full in the breast and tore him into 
fragments so smal! that no effort was made to 
gather the remains together. He, of a score 
or more of men thickly grouped, was alone 
struck, and what wonder if we whispered that 


i was the vengeance of God, 


THE CONFEDERATE FLAG. 


Extracts From an Unpublished Work Enztitl- 
ed “Five Years Under the Flag.” 
From the Baltimore Baltimorian. 7 


Quantrell, the famous partisan leader in Mis- 
s0url, was at one time a conspicuous character 
in the daring raids of the Kansas Jayhawkers 
(a lawless band of free-fighters and free-boot- 
ers,) to which body he belonged for the space 
- a year. The following story was told. of 

im: 

He, together with a younger brother and a 
few party companions, made up their minds te 
abandon their rough and irregular mode of 
warfare, and commence a new life in Califor- 
nia, So, purchasing an outfit, they started 
across the plains, Scarcely had they 
passed the confines of Kansas, 
when they were surrounded by Jen- 
ison’s and Monton ery’s band of Missouri Jay: 
hawkers, who cajtured Quantrel, murdered 
his brother, and rc bbed the party of their mon- 
ey and equipmente, Revenge became deep 
rooted in the heart of the partisan fighter,and, 
while a prisoner, he formed a plan to pay the 
Misourian banditti back in their own coin: He 
assumed a show of friendship with them, and 
finally agreed to join their organzation— 
though, really, he used deceit for the pur- 
pose of learning the whereabouts of their 
haunts and associations, and await a proper 
time fora bloody revenge. 

He became a favorite and was allowed to 
participate in their councils, Finally he was 
chosen a lieutenant, holding a large- share of 
the officers’ confidence. At last an opportuni- 
ty came for the fruition of his cherished re- 
venge. By some meansor other he discovered 
the whereabouts of the confederate forces, and 
having undertaken the office of spy, he saw the 
commanding ofticer of the state right troops 
and told him his history and plans, adding that 
he knew_every haunt and hiding place of the 
Jaybawkers, offering his servicesto lead them 
to safe victory. He then returned to the Jay- 
hawkers, induced a party of about thirty of the 
brigands to follow him into an ambuscade. The 
unsuspecting men marched into the trap. He 
crdered them to halt and rest, and then took 
a —- at theright iank and shouted 

oud: 

‘Rascals! you shall now see how Quantrel 
finds revenge;”’ then raising his voice toa 
ae pitch, he yelled out the single word--- 

re!”’ 


The men were so taken by surprise that they 
became demoralized and broke ranks, bat not 


in time to dodge a heavy vuliey of musketry “4 


that blazed fromthe undergrowth, They were 
all either killed or taken priconers. From that 
moment he led the confederate forces upon ths 
track of the band of abolition desperadoes, 
who were such a terror to southern Missouri, 
until they were nearly wiped out. Quantrel 
kept up the cry of “Revenge” as long as there 
was alguerilla left to follow him, that had pow- 
der and bullets enough to let loose the dogs of 
war. He created terror in the enemy’s rank:, 
and, gaining many victories, won a renov 
that clings to his name even after death, 
Missouri had her Quantrel, whose red arm 
Siung a keen knife, or stirr’d the battle storm, 
The wild Jayhawkers trembled when they heard 
Hi rifle’s crack and piercing onward word; 
‘‘Revenge!’’ bis cry—a murder d broiher’s ghost 
Beckou’d him on to blast the thieving h 
Along the Kansas border—every where 
He trail’d the murd'rers to their rocky lair, 
Dragg’d them to light, and on the taliest limb, 
Hung the base fiends and sang their dying h

Yes, Birmingham, and Pap 
he wesasettin’ by the nice old gentleman 
from Clay county, and Cousin Pivk, she was a 
te)kin’ to Mr. Turnipseed, and Cap Dewberry 
he was a talkin’ to me, and we was all a havin’ 
ot a finetime. But I must tell you about the 
Cvuntry before we got to Birmingham. 

After we left River Side, twix’ thar and 
Cook’stprings, they litthe lamps, it wasn’t 4 
o clock, the sun was shining bright and we 
run intoa long tunnel. We wasabout a min- 
ute gwine through; it was mighty dark and 
Cap he ‘lowed if it hadn’t been for that lamp, 
why Mr. Turnipseed he mought’er astolt a kiss 
from Cousin Pink, and Cousin Pink she blush- 
ed so everybody laughed. | 

Cook’s Springs is right at the tunnel, and 
they say a heap of folks is a gwine thar this 
summer for ther health. It’s a cool, pretty 
lookin’ place, and the country all along betwix 
thar and Birmingham looks like pictares, high 
mountings with great big rocks a hangin’ over 
the sides, and coo), shady creeks a twistin’ and 
& windin’ areund between the mountings and

On the k’yars no matter how crowded, thars 
allers rcom for more, Along up thar some’rsa 
woman come in with thirteen little chillun, all 
talkin’ at wunst and all eatin’ a biscuit. The 
oldest wasnt bat 14 yearsold. As good luck 
would have it they wasnt all her’n, seven wa3 
her’n and six her sister’s. 

She made me think of maw’s old dominick 
hen, hatched three chickens of ber own, and 
we kep on a slippin’ of more to her tel she had 
twenty-four and scratched around and fed ’em 
all as good as she did the three. ‘‘But thirteen 
chil’en,” says the woman, ‘'is mighty different 
from thirteen chickens; the hardest time { has 
is a gittin’ of enough for’em all to eat, and I 
believe in my soul if I wastocook twic’et as 
much they'd eat it all. I’ve tried ’em and they 
never leaves 3 mouthful. Them biggest ones 
works in the cuaiins, and if you could see 
‘em when they ali comes in to eat, I knowin 
reason you'd think you never had heerd a fuss 
afore in your jife, they sounds like a passle of 
blackbirds in a wheat patch, or pigs in a plum 
orchard.

When they got off a curious 
lookin’ little old woman with a gal about six- 
teen come in, she tuck a seat on one side and 
the gal on t’other; she looked around about a 
minute then got up and went over to the gal 
and said: “Sal, you musn’t set over here, this 
here is the side the men sets on; t’other sido is 
whar the women folks belongs.”

walk away out in the 
road to git around ’em. They are too busy to 
notice you; and them that dont stop to talk is 
@ gwine with a rush like some body was after 
’em tryin to ketch ’em, and ever feller pears to 
ob some body will git ahead of himin a 
e. 

The streets and avenues is numbered and 
Tuns across one another, and they say it aint 
hard to find whar no body lives. Mandy Jane 
Loftis says it is, for she hunted most all day 
for the Commidges,and Malindy Cogginses 
folks,and old Miss Jinhorns’ oldest gal that 
married a Littlepage,and she never seen a 
shadder of ’em, and that shows you how the 
place has growed. 

We taken diner with a consin of our'n at 
Avondale two mile out,and she’s got Caesar 
from Atlanty ccokin for her and he cant be 
beat frem a turkey toa pound cake, and she’s 
gota monstrous pretty place too, butits all 
pretty out thar and a buildin up powerful fast.

I bin about a right smart and rid on a heap 
of turn-outs of one sort and tother, but haint 
never struck up with nothin yit that could 
ekle the Mann Boudoir k’yar. | 

Its all any body could ax for. 

It runs all the way now from Atlanta, Ga, 
to Shreveport. La., 635 miles. 

At Birmingbam we went in that k’yar, “The 
Il Trovatore” coach. Mg Plumb is the con- 
ductor, and Stafford the porter. Both of ’em 
knows their business well ; they don’t let you 
want for nothin’, and if ever you ride on that 
k’yar once’t, you won’t never go on no other.

she is knocked down to the most liberal offer. 
A maiden of comely appearance and haying a 
talent for plaiting hats, baskets and other 
ornamental wicker work, is, of course, a more 
merchantable article than _her sister without 
accomplishments and witH®ut beauty. The 
price paid for a girl of the desirable kind is in 
the neighborhood of twelve redheaded wood- 
peckers, a broncho and a breech loadiag rifle, 
the woodpecker heads being valued at $2.0 
apiece and the peny and gun at about $20 
each, making the price of the girl $70.

BOOKS AND AUTHORS. 


A Glance Over the Literary Field—More 
4pril Magazines—News and Notes. 

Harper's MAGaztneE for April has now been 
published nearly a month, andit may there- 
fore be said to be thoroughly ripe, The num- 
ter is a good average issue of a magazine that 
is always good, and frequently excellent. The 
opening article is a descrivtion by Edmund 
Kirke of ““The Southern Gateway of the Alle- 
ghanies,” which, being translated into plaia 
English, means the country round about Chat- 
tanooga. This article is very interesting 
and is profusely illustrated by Harry Fenn 
and Howard Pyle. Another co- 
viously illustrated article, and perhaps 
the most notable, is Theodore Child’s paper on 
“The Comedie Francaise.” Mr. Child is not 
only familiar with his subject but in love 
with it, and his article possesses importance as 
well as interest. “Through the Caucasus” is 
the title of a series that will probably run 
through two or three numbers, It is fittingly 
illustrated by Frank D. Millet. 

Among the miscellaneous articles are Charles 
Dudley Warner's ‘Mexican Notes,” and Lee 
Meriwetber’s “Hew Workingmen Live in 
Europe and America.” There are several con- 
tributions of verse, but none above the dead 
level of ordinary magazine poetry, so-called. 

In the department of fiction, the leading 
place is given to “Narka,” a story of Russian 
life, by Katbleen O’Meura, Colonel. Richard 
Malco!m Johnston contributes one of his inimi- 
teble pictures of country life in Georgia in old 
times. The title of this story is “The Stubble- 
field Contingents,” and it is full of that rich, 
unctuous Georgia humor which Colonel John- 
ston knows so well how toreproduce, “Spring- 
baven” ends with a good deal of gore, but the 
tragic events are narrated with such seeming 
simplicity and candor that they strike the 
reader as perfectly natural. 

Mr. Howel!s’s new serial has reached its third 
part, and itis certainly the most remarkable 
work that this author has yet done. Itisreal- 
istic to and beyond the point of insipidity. 
Page after page of the dullest and 
most trivial conversation between the female 
characters is spread out’ before the amazed 
reader, who is conscious, after it is all done, 
that he has been enjoying the companionship 
and conversation of the most imbecile creatures 
to be found outside the wallsof an asylum for 
idiots. A) this is certainly the anti-climax of 
healthy human nature. 

“Back From the Frozen Pole’ is the title of 


a short story by Ellen L. Dorsey, which is not: 


particularly striking. It will be seen that 
fictive literature forms a very .inconsiderable 
partof the magazine. It might be both in- 
creased and improved. 

The editorial] departments are bright and en- 
tertaining; the “Easy Chair’ indeed, is delight- 
ful, We might say the same for the “Editor's 
Study,” but Mr. Howells is so full of bristles, 
Spanish needles, and curkle-burrs—if we may 
be permitted to spell according to the Georgian 
standard—that we can never get any satisfac- 
tion from his critical opinions. He is as noisy 
and as nervous in his study as a youngster with 
a new box of carpenter’s tools.?

The Atheneum says Miss Oliphant has heen pre- 
vented irom working on her biography of Princi- 
pal Tulloch, by ill health in her family, which has 
compelled her to travel on the continent. 

General Rosecrans and Fullerton will contribute 
to the May Century, articles on military operations 
about Chattanooga. 

An entertaining articleon ‘Social Life at Vas- 
far,’’ by an undergraduate now taking the course, 
will appear in Lippincott’s Magazine for May. 

The May number of the Popular Science Month- 
ly will contain an article by Henry J. Philpott, 
discussing the way in which other persons may 
affect one’s ability to make a living—on the other 
hand by hindering, and on the other by helping 
the process, 

Mrs. Poultney Bigelow will contribute a short 
story to Lippincott’s for May, entitled ‘“‘The Madi- 
sons’ Butler,’’ Mrs. Bigelowis the Daniel Buxton 
whose story of ‘‘Mars and Mamon” excited so much 
interest when it appeared in Outing. 

The Scribners have become the publishers of 
George Cable’s story of “Dr, Sevier,’ anda new 
edition uniform with his other works is now on the 
press for early issue. Thestory will also be pub- 
lished at the same time in paper-covered form. 


The Critic describes a letter addressed to Prof. 
Boyesea by Tourgueneff some ten years ago, as 
“written in English, with very few idiomatic er- 
rors and in a very neat and elegant hand.”’ It re- 
gafds the signature “ly. Tourgueneff” as conclu- 
sive evidence of the wayin which that writer’s 
name should be spelled. 

A new magazine, devoted to politics, literature, 
science and art, is to be brought out in Washington 
under the editorship of Mr. Addison Porter.

' The remarkable success of*Marion Harland’s 
‘Common Sense in the Household,’ of which 
nearly 150,000 copies have now been sold, has in- 
duced the publishers to have the work translated 
into German, and an edition in that language will 
shortly be published by Messrs. Charles Scribner’s 
Sons. 

Mr. Swinburne is about to issue a volume of se- 
lections trom his poems. The Pall Mall Gazette 
remarks that “few things are more curious in the 
literary history of the time than the gradual ad- 
mission of Mr. Swinburne into the favor of the 
general and ‘respectable’ public. It will be inter- 
esting to see how far he takes advantage of this 
fact in his choice of poems to insert in what is sure 
to prove a very popular volume.”’ 

Professor W. O. Atwater, of Wesleyan university, 
will begin.a series of illustrated articles on ‘‘The 
Chemistry and Economy of Food,’’ in the May 
Century. The design isto present this important 
branch of the labor question in such popular form 
as to make the series of practical use in daily life. 

In the same volume Mrs. Carlyle is quoted as 
saying: ‘Noone managed Carlyle as well as Rus- 
kin; it was quite beautiful to see him.

Sheis 
quoted again: “Mr. Carlyle never complains of 
serious things; but, if his fingeris cut, the house 
turned upside down; one must hold it and another 
get plasters. 

The complete novel in the May number of Lip- 
pincoit’s Magazine will be furnished by Captain 
Charles King, U. 8. A., the popular author of ‘“‘The 
Colonel’s Daughter,’”’ ‘‘Marion’s Faith,’’ and other 
tales ofarmy life. Itis entitled, ‘The Deserter,” 
and is equalin interest toany of its predecessors. 

The first book by Mr. Thomas Nelson Page is an- 
pounced by the €cribmers under the title of “In 
Ole Virginia,” It will consist ofa number of the 
anibor’s most cleyer stories descriptive of life in 
Virginia, including ‘“Marse Clan,” all of which are 
especially strong in that faithful portraiture of 
southern scenes and people which has won for Mr. 
Page 80 wide an audience ofreaders, A handsome 
cover has been designed for the book by Taffany 
Art company, of New York. 

Henry Holt & Co. have just brought out a pretty 
little edition of Moore’s “Epicurean,” and the 
“Genial Tom” will probably have more American

special subject is the Oppressor of the Israelites, 
Rameses the Great. Mr. Edward L. Wilson, who 
will be remembered as the author of “A Phowo- 
grapher’s Visit to Petra,” tells the romantic story 
of the discovery of the royal mummies, as he had 
it from the finger, Brugsch Bey. The second arti- 
cle, by Professor J. A. Paine, is a study of the char- 
acters of the Oppressor and his daughter, the res- 
cuer of Moses, as shown by their many monuments, 
Professor Paine inclines to the belief that Rameses 
was of Assyrian descent. Many of the illustrations 
are from photographs by Mr.. Wilson.

Harper & Brothers will publish this week library 
editions of a numberof books which they have 
elready issued in their ‘Franklin Square Library.” 
These will include two books by Mr. Haggard. 
“She” and ‘King Solomon’s Mines;’’ Mr. Thomas 
Hardy’s last story, ‘The Woodlanders,” and the 
‘Memoirs of Charles Reade.” The last-named 
volume will be uniform with Harper's iibrary edi- 
tion of Charles Reade’s novels, aad will have for 
frontispiece an engraving of the portrait which 
was bequeathed to the Messrs. Harper by the bril- 
liant novelist. The memoir itself is the joint work 
of the Rev. Compton Reade and Mr. Charles Listou 
Reade, two near relatives of its subject. It will be 
read with unusual interest on account of the 
abiding popularity of Charles Reade’s writings 
and the strength and individuality of his character. 
Like other biographies issued within recent years 
of the great literary workers of the past generation, 
it will throw much light upon a period which will 
renk as among the most important and influential 
periods in the history of English literature. 

Readers of the Carlyle lettersand memoirs will 
be glad to hear that Wide Awake for May will con- 


_tain a full-length portrait of Mrs, Carlyle and her 


pet dog Nero, the same being made from a photo- 
graph in the possession of Mrs, Alexander Carlyle. 
In the memoirs of Annie Gilchrist recently pub- 
lished in London, and which Scribner & Welford 
will soon have ready here, occur several allusions 
to the last days of thisinteresting dog. Here are 
two of them: 

“Talk fell on the dog Nero, now/very ailing. Mrs. 
Carlyle has had it ten years and a half; six months 
old when Negro was brought to her, Carlyle said: 
‘Never dog had given trouble more disproportion- 
ate toits useand worththan Nero had to him.’ 
Mrs. Carlyle: ‘It had been worthitall.’ He de- 
nied it, and reiterated the absurdity of its exis- 
tence. It would bea kindness to kill it. Mrs, 
Carlyle: ‘If he is to be believed, he shouldn’t make 
the aftectionate speeches to Nero in the garden 
when he thought no one beard,’”’ 

‘Annie called on Mrs. Carlyle, who has beenin 
greattrouble. Her dog Nero killed by the doctor 
last week, who had kindly offered some days be- 
fore to administer poison, and put him out of bis 
misery. ‘Has been quite upset.’ Carlyle that 
evening cried like achild. On Sunday evening 
told her he could not rebuke her; he felt so 
wretched himself. Some time ago Mrs, Carlyle 
read aloud the account of the Italian’s execution— 
Buranelli’s. The tears rolled down Carlyle’s 
cheeks—he, who talks of shooting Irishmen who 
will not work.”’ 

There is rarely anything more interesting about 
literary people than accounts ofthe manner in 
which they produce their work and the amounts 
of cash that work bringsthem. Ofthe latter a ra- 
porter who has been in Hartford recently gathered 
the following in regard to Mark Twain: ‘About 
seven years ago Mark made a discovery. He found 
out, he says, that he had some business gumption, 
and that is a delightful discovery when you have 
some Capital to betonit. Atthattime he was es- 
timated to be worth not farfrom a quarter of a 
million, and he began to experience some of the 
exquisite delights of a capitalist who makes 
money for the fun of it, and not for bread and but- 
ter. Wallstreet never sheared him for a lamb, 
though he knew whether Union Paciffe or Western 
Union was up or down, and why. He asserts that 
there are no such possibilities for laughter as 
those contained in a quotation- when you are 
on the right side of the quote. That is 
where Mark’s Hartford friends _be- 
lieve he generally finds himself, 
though he is as whist asa gravestone about these 
things. His most unfortunate investment was in 
the stock of an accident insurance company, which 
didn’t do well. He had $50,000 in that company, 
but got it all back. He is believed now to be mak- 
ing money very rapidly, and is already set down as 
one of the richest men in Hartford, and there are a 
good many rich men here, His profits in Grant’s 
memoirs and his probable profits in Father 
O’Reilly’s life of the pope will carry his fortune far 
over the million dollar post. His wife had a large 
fortune in her own right, but, so far as Mark Twain 
is concerned, she might have been penniless: for 
he insisted that her property be settled upon her- 
self and managed for her interest exclusively. He 
has made his own fortude in his own way, and has 
never bad to borrow a centfrom any one in his 
business investments since the ‘Innocents’ began 
to coin money for him. Markisonly 50 now, and 
if he keeps on rolling his snowball as he has been 
doing for a few years, he will have to hire some. 
body to help him cut coupons,”’ 

Mr. John Swinton relates in a newspaper contri 
bution some of his reminiscences of W. D. How- 
ells. Atthe beginning of the civil war Mr. How: 
ells, who was twenty-four years old, appeared in 
New York with the jdesire uppermost in his mind 
to become an editorial writer on an§apf the daily 
papers. His friend Ward, the sculptor, knew Mr. 
Swinton, who was attached to the Times, and he 
introduced Howellsto him. ‘I remember vividly 
his appearance,” says Mr. Swinton, ‘“‘and the im- 
pressions he made upon meas the three of us met 
inthe editorial quarters ofthe Times. He was 
slender, rather below the medium height, brown 
haired. fine featured and bright eyed; the hues of 
rustic health were upon his face, he was clad like 
acentlemanof the city. As the dialogue pro- 
ceeded he impressed me as a young man of fine 
genius, gentle spirit, thoughtful habit,cultiva‘ed 
intellect, an idealist, a poet and a literary art- 
ist, but withal possessed of solid sense 
and a rare knowledge of the world for a 
freshman just fledged away out in Ohio. He had 
learned the craft of typesetting in his father’s 
office ; he had done some writing for an Ohio pa- 
per; he had already won a place among the choir 
that sang in the Atlantic Monthly, which had pub- 
lished a half dozen of his dainty poems: he had 
even been the poet partner of John J. Piatt, in the 
“Poems of Two Friends.” It was a bright dawn- 
ing for the modest youth of 24. Bat now he de- 
sired to test his powers in what is pompously 
known as “metropolitan journalism,’’ and that hot 
work was of a different sort from the composition 
and sentimental rhymes on the banks of the 
Scioto. Suffice it to say that within two or three 
days his first “‘metropolitan” editorial appeared in 
the New York Times, which then paid for such 
work at the rate of $ per column, and that was 
the amount he earned by his “article.”’ It wasina 
neat, round hand, perfectly prepared in every detail] 
for the printer, and written on half sheets of note 
paper. His theme, strange to say, was “Italian 


that his views of it were just such as suited the 
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style was Clear and concise, and it was evident that 
“his neophyte was a student of affairs as well asa 
poet. Other articies op other themes followed, and 
it was already evident that Mr. Howells was a very 
practical worker and fitted for service on the edi- 
torial staff of any paper in the city. Though it was 
a period when the clash of arms shook the country 
and the daily press was crowded with military dis- 
patches, bis clever manuscripts began to be welcome 
as Cewtall on the battlefield. Had he adhered to 
the service upon which he entered and weathered 
its vicissitudes the New York preas would have been 
enriched by one of those literary artists who are so 
rarely found in that quarter, but America’s litera- 
ture would never have known its foremost novel- 
ist.” This experience in journalism only lasted a 
few weeks: Then Mr. Howells received his ap- 
pointment as consul to Venice. “His two New 
York friends, the sculptor and myself,’’ Mr. Swin- 
ton continues, ‘‘went down tothe steamer, through 
the turmoil of New York, tosee him off, and well 
do I remember the exuberant and romantic spirit 
of that day, which he afterwardsjdescribed -in his 
own charming style. I have before mea package 
of his letters to me from Venice, written just after 
his arrival. ‘Venice,’ he exclaims, ‘is everything 
that I dreamed it, and this December day is wor- 
thy of Venice, gloriously beautiful—the canals and 
theigondolas and theSDoge’s palace and ali §that 
are realities. -Eyen the, palace balconies are true, 
though, instead of fair Venetians leaning upon 
their railings, you now see linen of both sexes 
hung out to dry.
